REMARKS 

This reply is responsive to the Office Action mailed June 3, 2002 ("Office Action"). 
Applicants have reviewed and thoroughly considered the Office Action. In view of the Office 
Action, the following remarks are provided for Examiner's consideration. Claims 19-20 and 30-32 
are currently pending in the application. In view of the following remarks, Applicants respectfully 
submit that the pending claims are in condition for allowance and respectfully request a Notice of 
Allowance be entered on an expedited basis. 

Applicants and Applicants' undersigned representatives thank the Examiner for the courtesy 
of his time and attention during the interview on September 10, 2002. During the interview, 
Applicants contended that one of ordinary skill in the art would be familiar with the terms "EO" for 
ethoxylation index and "HLB numbers" for hydrophile-lipophile balance numbers— particularly for 
those of skill with surfactants and adjuvants. The Examiner alleged that one in the immunological 
arts might not necessarily be familiar with these terms and suggested that Applicants submit, on the 
record, references which demonstrate the common usage of the terms "EO" and "HLB numbers". 
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As suggested by the Examiner, Applicants submit herewith several references which explain, define 
and demonstrate use of "EO" and "HLB numbers". 

Applicants respectfully submit that the foregoing comments traverse the rejection of claims 
19-20 and 30-32 under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first paragraph, as allegedly being based on a disclosure 
which is not enabling. Applicants respectfully request that the rejection be removed and the claims 
allowed.
